Status of Claims

1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/29/05 has been entered. 

Priority

domestic priority under 35 U.S.C. § 1 19(e) [to a provisional application 60/229,355 09/14/1999], 
is acknowledged. 

Status of Claims 
Claims 1-139 are pending in the application.
